Admiral Hornby had been refused permission to 
enter the Dardanelles. 

THE FEELING IN LONDOR. 

Loxpos, Feb. 12—11 a. m.—At the opening 
of the Stock Exchadge this morning the quota- 
tion of Consols was 9544. The news of the re- 
fusal by the Porte of a firman for the passage 
of the straits by the fleet has caused a great 
sensation, though the excitement is less than 
last week. 

THE TIMES’ COMMENTS.

There need be no disguise that this is 
the real purpose with which our fleet will be 
sent to the Bosphorus, and Lord Derby would 
have done well to have avowed this fact plainly, 
instead of evading its responsibility by the 
transparent excuse of affording protection to 
British subjects and other persons in the event 
of excitement in the Turkish Capital. It is 
best to avow the simple truth, that, as we in- 
tend to have a voice in the settlement of the 
future both of Constantinople and of the straite, 
we deem it prudent and our plain right to 
assertsome hold upon these important posi- 
tions, but Russia, beyond question, bas not the 
slightest occasion for any further military 
guarantee for her own claims than she already 
possesses. The Turks and Constantinople it- 
self are at her mercy.”’ 

THE MORNING POST. 

The Morning Post says: “ A fatal mistake has 
been succeeded by great humiliation. Lord 
Derby’s career as a Minister ought to terminate, 
and the Dardanelles ought to be engraved as an 
epitaph on his political tomb. It will now be-

dollar. Butler will argue that the silver dollar 
is as much a standard as the gold dollar is, but 
that paper is the real standard of American 
currency, 

The purpose of Butler’s speech is understood 
to be to reingratiate himself with the laboring 
classes of his district, from whom he is sup- 

to have become somewhat alienated. 

Butler denies the truth of the reports of the 
return of large amounts of bonds to this coun- 
try, and maintains that if such quantities of 
bonds are being returned the market would 
show it, whereas the truth is that there bas 
been a Variation of but 1 per cent in the quota- 
tion of bonds. .

THE ARMY. 
BEGULATING ENLISTMENTS, 
Special Diapatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuninoton, D. C., Feb. 12.—The bill re- 
ported from the Senate Military Committee to- 
day by Mr. Burnside, to remove all restrictious 
now existing in regard to enlistments of colored 
citizens in the United States army, is substitut- 
d for the bill referred to that 
Committee which provided that no dis- 
tinction should hereafter be made im 
the assignment of soldiers on account of color, 
and that all arms of the service should be open 
to them. The Dili of to-day strikes out all of 
the original bill after the enacting clause, and 
provides for 4 repeal of Secs. 1,104 and 
1,108 of the Revised Statutes, which directs 
that two regiments of cavalry and two 
of infantry shall be colored men, thus virtually 
disbanding such regiments, and making it 
D to assign all colored troops to white 
regiments indiscriminately. It is claimed that 
the opposition to the reception of colored 
soldiers into these regiments will be of such a 
vigorous character as to prevent any further 
enlistment of colored men should the bill be- 
come a law, and that the Committee, in report- 
ing it, did so with the expectation of such a re- 


sult. 
UNLAWFUL PROMOTIONS. 

Sec. 1,204 of the Revised Statutes provides 
that promotions in lipe shali be made through 
the whole army in its sexeral lines of artillery, 
cavairy, and infantry. The attention of Con- 

ess has been called to the alleged fact that,

SUBSIDY SCHEME. 
Special Dispatch to The Ohicage tribune. 

Wasnmorox, D. C., Feb. 12—The Post-Office - 
Committee has agreed to report a bil? favoring 
a subsidy for steamers from New York to Bra- 
sil, and from New Orleans to Brazil by way of 
Galveston. The amount of the subsidy is about 
$150,000 annually. The report is circulated that 
the decision is unanimous. That is not true. 
Cannon, of Hiinois, forced a roll-call, and voted 
no. He will prepare a minority report, and en- 
dea vor to defeat the measure, as he is opposed 
to all subsidies. John Roach, the Chester ship- 
builder, who is advocating the subsidy, upon

A member of the Post-Office Committee savs 
that Roach could not in his discretion decline to 
carry the mails, as under the laws of the 
United States he could not obtain a clearance 
without carrying whatever mails tne authorities 
chose to place upon his 3 In the absence 
of a subsidy, the steamship lines’ would receive 
the sea and inland postage. There was a pow- 
erful influence at work to secure the passage of 
this Brazilian subsidy, and it. is very possible 
that the bill may pass the House. 

THE WHISKY TAX. 

The question of the reduction of the whisky 
tax may be considered as definitely settled for 
this session of Congress. The Senate Finance 
Committee has 1 to the 
House resolution declaring that it is tmexpe- 
dient to make any ehange in the whisky tax. 
Gen. Banning has introduced a petition from 
70 per cent of the producers of whisky in 
Cincinnati asking the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to be governed by the instructions of 
the House, and to declare that there will be no 
reduction of the tax.

Mr. McDonald spoke gf the paper currency which 
had performed all the offices of money since 1861, 
and said in due time he thougnt there woald be no 
difference between coin and paper, as the paper 
could be converted into coin. e argued that the 
restoration of the silver dollar to the ition it 
occupied in our money system foreighty years 
would pot infringe upon any law, violate any con- 
tract, or moral obligation. Any measure which 
would tend in any degree to uphold the value of 
property or prevent ite further depression should 
receive the support of all. The conviction that 
the remonetization of silver, and placing it 
in the arteries of trade and commerce, 
would do something towards reviving pros- 
perity. To attempt to return to specie payments 
upon a single gold standard would precipitate 
overwhelming bankruptcy such as was never wit- 
nessed before, and result in ruin both to the 
debtor and creditor. He had always opposed the 
Specie-Resumption act, and would vote for its 
modification or repeal. The remonetization of 
silver was the only door through which we could 
resume specie- payments, 

He thought ft was time Treasury notes should be 
receivable for tari? dues, and thus their value 
would be increased. He opposed the free-coinage 
feature of the House bill, and thought any gain or 
seignorage accruing from the coinage of silver 
should be covered into the Treasury of the United 
States for the benefit of the whole people. Should 
a majority of the Senate, however, favor the 
House bill, be would vote for it also, and hoped 
that fature legislation would remedy any defect 
which might be feund. 

The Senate then, at 2 o’ciock, proceeded in a 
body to the House of Representatives to partici- 
pate in the ceremony attending the formal present - 
ation of Carpenter's picture, Signing the Eman- 
cipation Proclamation,” and, upon returning to its 
chamber, Mr. Johoston moved that the Senate pro- 
ceed to the consideration of executive business.

The Supreme Court Says the Graceland 
Cemetery Company Must Pay Their Taxes 
Leonard Swett Repeats His Testimony in 
Behalf of the Squealing Whisky Me. 
Receiver Hinkley Demonstrates that the 
Chicago Savings Institution Is Empty. 
The decision in the case of The People ex rel. 

Louis Huck vs. The Graceland Cemetery Company 

is of great importance to the Town of Lake View, 

and also possesses a general interest as showing 
the inclination of the Supreme Court to rigidly 
construe all charters that exempt corporate prop- 
erty from public taxation. Fora long time Lake 
View, by reason of questions relating to taxes, 
laying out of roads, as well as the sanitary effects 
of such an institution located in the heart of the 
town, and adjacent to its Water-Works, has been 
hostile to this Company. The town authorities 
claim the right to tax ite vacant lands and to regu- 
late or prohibit interments; and, generally, that its 
police powers are subertor to any privileges the 


Company may possess by its charter. 

The Cemetery Company, in addition to its lands 
inclosed and used as a cemetery, hold several 
large tracts adjacent, bought for cemetery pur- 
poses, and some years ago platted and recorded as 
such, but no lots sola or burials therein. It 
claimed these lands were exempt from taxation by 
reason of provisions in ite charter authorizing it to 
hold 500 acres of land for cemetery purposea, and 
exempting from taxation all property of the Com- 
pany actually used for burial purposes or for the 
general uses of lot-holders, or subservient to 
burtal uses, and which shall have been platted and 
recorded as cemetery unds. The County 
Court sustained this position and denied judgment. 
and the County Collector appealed. The Supreme 
Court, after citing its charter, and stating the 
above facts, says: 


Appellee has the t under its charter to purchase 
and hold 600 acres of d; it das in actual use about 


100 acres, which, by the terms of the charter, is er- 
em pted on. Now is tt @ to sup- 
pose thatthe Legislature ever contemplated to invest 


this Com y with the power to hold remaining 
400 acres of land free from taxation by the doing of a 


few trifling acts 1 it? The act must receive a rens- 
onable constructicn, one that will carry out the object 
and purpose of the charter, and at the same time pro- 
tect the public from imposition by the mere pretenses 
of the corporation that its interests require acres of 
land to be held subservient to a tract of 100 acres in 
actual use. The true spirit of our laut require 
that all ot ge both real — should 
bear its Just portion of the burden of taxation,

THE WHISKY CASES. 

Next Saturday is the day set for taking evidence 
in the whisky cases, on the question as to whether 
the first batch bave been granted immunity. One 
of the witnesses for the defense ts Leonard Swett. 
He expects to be out of the city next Saturday, 
and at his epecial — he was allowed to give 
his testimony yesterday before Judge Drammond 
in the case. The Hon. J. N. Jewett and Assistant 
District-Attorney Thompsen appeared for the 
Government, and C. H. Reed and Edmund Juessen 
for the whisky men. é 

It was agreed that testimony should be taken 
only on the agreement made at Washington when 
Roelie & Junker and Ford, Oliver & Co. tarned 
State's evidence, as to the extent of the immunity 
they were to receive, and that Government 
should not be liable for the costs of the present 
hearing. Mr. Jewett reserved his right to make 
objections to taking testimony in such an irregular 


way. 

ur. Swett then gave a statement of his view of 
the agreement as to immunity, which is the same 
as that given by him jon the whisky trals a year 
orsoago. He had been retained by Roelle, Junker 
& Co. and Russell & Furlong at the time the prose- 
cations were first begun. ussell first heard that 
the whisky men were getting immunity at St. 
Louw by squealing, and he then suggested that 
he should dothe same. Swett, however, told him 
that the time had not yet come to make such an 
offer. Russell then went to 183 
and received, as he claimed, an offer m 
Supervisor Matthews that, if the first 
batch would turn State's evidence, they 
would probably get -both criminal and 
civilimmunity. Witness and Sidney Smith soon 
afterward waited on Mr. J. D. Ward, the District- 
Attorney at the time, and proposed that his clients 
should squeal. and, after several conversations, a 
definite arrangement was entered into, the Gov- 
ernment counsel promising criminai immunity, and 
also civil immunity, with the exception of payment 
of the taxes due. This agreement, however, was 
only oral, as Mr. Ward and hie colleagues claimed 
that it all depended on the good faith of the whie- 
ky men. and he did not want them to know too 
definitely what the arrangement was. Soon after 
there was a change in the policy of the Govern- 
ment, and, in consequence of that, the immunity 
had not been given. Subsequently, witness had seen, 
while at Washington, a letter Supervisor 
Matthews, — that the first batch had been 
promised criminal immunity, and more than that, 
and intimating that all euch promises ought 6 be 
kept. The further hearing of the testimony was 
then continued to Saturday.

LIFE IN WASHINGTON. 


Reconstruction of Society—Temperance at 
the White House—The Wives of the Mem- 
bers of the Cabinet—Reception at the Jap- 
anese Legation—Widowers’ Lunch Parties 
Fernando Wood in His Glory—The Bold 
Marines—Belles of the Kitchen—Debates at 
the Capitol—Theatrical—The Season.

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 10.—While Preai- 
dent Hayes is bravely endeavoring to reform the 

Civil Service, and to elevate the standard of

WAS GERRIT SMITH A LIAR? 


Another Card from the Rev. O. B. Froth- 
ingham—What Mr. Horace White Has to 
Say. 

New York, Feb. 6.— To the Hditor of the New 

York Tribune—Sm: In a short note to the 

Tribune, printed last Monday, I repelled Gen. 

Cochrane’s accusation of having wrested evi- 

dence to the disadvantage of Gerrit Smith—a 

practice not usual with biographers in present- 
ing their heroes. At the same time I reiterated 
my assertion that the facts justified the account 
of Mr. Smith's complicity with Jotun Brown as 
related in the biography. The massive evidence 


bearing on that interesting passage in the anti- 
slavery conflict is untortunately out of reach, 
having been, so far as was possible. destroyed, 
in order to clear Brown’s accomplices from ar- 
rest and penalty. The history must, therefore, 
be reconstructed from documentary fragments, 
notes, memoranda, personal recollections of 
survivors, quite sufficiert, however, to estabtish 
the chief points and to indicate the connecting 
details. This material was freely furnished to 
me by its possessors, and was returned to them 
after being used. It is for them to prodace it 
if they see fit, not for me. 

Mr. Horace White, formerly of Tas CMA 
TRIBUNE, made probably the most exhaustive 
investigation of the facts connected with the 
story of John Bro that was ever made. The 
following letter, drawn from him by a remark 
in Gen. Cochrane's communication, will satisfy 
impartial minds that the task of vindicating, 
which that gentleman undertook, is not so easy 
as he chose to represent. Ingenuity in adjust- 
ing records to @ fanciful theory will bardl 
stand in the face of sworn testimony. Arguf- 
cation is not evidence. O. B. Forman. 

Wasuinerton, D. C., Feb. 5.—-The Rev. O. B. 
Frothingiam— DAR Sm: I have received your 
letter of the 2d inst., directing my @tention to 
a lengthy communication from n. John 
Cochrane, published in the New York Tribune 
of zthe d of February, —y I a portion 
of your biography of Gerrit Smith. en I 
read this biography I could not fail to notice 
particularly the unpleasant episode in Mr. 
Smith’s life; which consisted in his bringing a 
libel suit against Taz Caicago TRIBUNE, prose- 
cuting it furiously for two years, and then with- 
drawing it as soon as we commenced taking 
testimony in the case. I earnestiy hoped, how- 
ever, that the near relatives of Gerrit Smith 
would bgve enough common sense to let the 
matter rest where you left — and not put me 
to the necessity of reopening a controversy 
which ended, as between the parties to it, more 
than ten years ago. 

Gen. Cochrane is pleased to characterize as 
“hearsay”? the evidence which I claimed to 
possess to prove Gerrit Smith’s intimate and 
perfect knowledge of John Brown’s plans at or 
near Harper's Ferry, and his with 
Brown in the preparation and promotion of 
those plans as an adviser and a contributor of 
money thereto—the same — —— in- 
surrection of slaves, accompa W violence 
and bloodshed, and not a mere contrivance to 
assist slaves to escape from bondage. This 
compels me to state that the evidence apon 
which I relied was the testimony of John Brown, 
Jr., and Frederick Douglass, taken under 
oath by Officers duly authorized and qualified 
to take testimony for use in the Circuit Courts 
of the United States and in the presence of John 
Van Arman, counselor-at-law, Frederick H. 
Hall, reporter, and myself, as one of the de- 
fendants in the suit then pending. Copies of 
this testimony are in my posecedion and can be 

roduced if necessary, though I should be re- 

uctant to uce them without the consent of 

the two witnesses (Brown and Douglass), the 
occasion for using the same in a legal sense 
having passed away. It hapbens. however, that 
all the ies to the taking of this testimony 
are still living, viz.: the two witnesses, the 
lawyer, the reporter, and myself, and it is only 
necessary for Gen. Cochrane, or any other 
authorized person, to call apon them to make it

With a preponderance of pop- 
ular sentiment against the gold clique which 
is almost unparalleled in any issue that has 
ever arisen, the money-lenders have never- 
theless been able to embarrass and retard 
the movement for remonetization at every 
step. But the right of petition still remains 
to the people, and they should exercise it to 
the fullest extent. 


Not long ago the House passed a resolu- 
tion committing itself against subsidies of 
any and all kinds. It was a very proper 
policy to adopt, and one which the country 
had some right to expect would be carried 
out. But itis likely to prove one of those 
New Year's resolutions so easily formed and 
more easily broken. Already the House 
Post-Office Committee has agreed to report 
favorably a bill to subsidize two steamship 
lines to Brazil—one from New York and 
the other from New Orleans—in spite 
of the admission of the projector that he 
is already under contract with the 
Emperor of Brazil to furnish the steamers 
whether he gets a subsidy from the United 
States or not. It is pretended that unless 
the subsidy is granted he will refuse to carry 
the United States mails, but, on the other 
hand, it is claimed that he has no option in 
the matter, but would be compelled to trans- 
port the mails. There need be no fear, 
however, that freight so profitable as 
the mails would be declined, the

THE COLLAPSE OF THE CITY GOVERN- 
The City of Chicago has now been 
brought, through legal complications, to that 
point where many of the duties of the Gov- 
ernment must be administered at private and 
voluntary cost. The principal branches of 
the public service of the City Government 
are the water service, the schools, the police 
and the firemen, the bridges, the cleaning and 
repair of streets, lighting the streets, main- 
taining the Bridewell, interest on the public 


debt, the Health Department, and cleaning 


and repairing the sewers. 

The City Council has no money, and can 
have none applicable to any of these pur- 
poses for the year 1878. All the revenue, 
except that collected from licenses and fines, 
amounting to less than $400,000, which may 
be collected during 1878, will be from taxes 
levied for the support of the Government in 
1877, and will be due and applicable to un- 
paid appropriations of that year exclusively. 
From Jan. 1, 1878, to Dec. 81, 1878, the 
whole revenue of the city applicable to ex- 
penses of this year will be the proceeds of 
licenses and fines, amounting, as we havo 
said, to leas than $400,000. This may be in- 
creased by increafing the rates of license, 
but of course to a limited extent. 

The lowest appropriation made for the ex- 
penditures of the City Government for many 
years has been about $4,000,000. The actual 
available revenue for the year being less than 
$400,000, the necessity of suspending ex- 
penditure becomes apparent. From this 
situation there is no visible escape. The wa- 
ter service is a self-supporting institution. 
It pays its own expenses, pays the interest 
on its own portion of the debt, extends the 
system, and has a surplus. That branch, 
therefore, of the public service will 
remain undisturbed. The schools are 

a sum derived 
from the State, amounting to about 6100, 
000; about the same sum from the School 
Fund; and the rest, varying from 6450, 000 
to $600,000, from city tax. The last item of 
revenue being lost for the year, there will 
be about $200,000 to run the whole School 
Department. Unless there be voluntary 
contributions, we see no escape from the 
necessity of closing the schools to the extent

The maintenance of the bridges is es 
sential to living in the city. They must be 
furnished with attendants, and must be kept 
in order. To the lines of two horse-railways 
they are indispensable, as well as to all 
branches of trade and travel. It will no 
doubt be no matter of difficulty to 
find means to keep them in operation. We 
see no remedy for the extinguishment of the 
street-lamps other than private arrange- 
ments between property-holders and the Gas 
Companies, whereby for an agreed compensa- 
tion each neighborhood may have its street- 
lamps hghted. There may be less lamps lighted 
under this arrangement ; but we see no other 
alternative than to leave it to private em- 
ployment, The Bridewell is largely self- 
supporting, and with the aid of fines and 
ties may be maintained. The cost of 
the Health Department is comparatively 
light, and the enforcement of sanitary regu- 
lations cannot be dropped without exposing 
the city to pestilence. This must also de- 
pend for maintenance on private contribu- 
tion. The interest on the public debt, 
independent of the water debt, amounts 
to about $600,000 a year. The Constitution 
requires that this interest shall be paid, and, 
according to the decision of the Supreme 
Court, the Constitution prohibits the only 
means whereby the city can pay it. The 

of all works of improvement, ex- 
cept those made by private control and at 
private expense, will compel each neighbor- 
hood to have its own streets cleaned and re- 
paired, and, while all those things will draw 
largely upon the private means of citizens, it 
is more than likely that it will appear how 
much better and how much cheaper all this 
service can be obtained when paid for by 
private contract than when paid for by the 
City Government. 

In brief, the people of Chicago will have 
at their personal cost to maintain all branches 
of the public service for the year 1878, dur- 
ing which time the City Government, de- 
prived of all revenue, must abandon all at- 
tempt to maintain the public service. 

We are thus practically brought to face 
this condition of affairs. This city is in ar- 
rear, and must remain so, from the Ist of 
last January. It cannot pay what it owes to 
its employes, and hence the sooner it realizes 
the necessity that is on it, the better it will 
be. We submit that the time has come for 
action by the people, who have practically 
no longer a City Government. They must 
meet and organize for some voluntary action 
to meet the pressing necessity.

THE LOUISIANA CONSPIRACY. 

When the present Administration was in- 
augurated ang expressed a desire to concili- 
ate and harmonize matters in Louisiana, the 
NicnozLs Government met the Administra- 
tion half way and pledged its honor to certain 
conditions, one of which was that the State 
Government should protect every citizen in 
the State, white or black. Another condition 
was expressed in the following resolution, 
which was passed by the Nrcnotts Demo- 
crats: 

Desirous of healing the dissensions which have 
disturbed the State for years past, anxious that 
citizens of all political parties may be free from 


the feverish anxieties of political strife, and join 
hands in bonestly restoring the prosperity of Lou- 
isiana, the Nicuo.is Government will discounte- 
nance any attempt at persecution, from any quar- 
ter, of individuals for past political conduct. 


Upon this pledge the Nicnorrs Govern- 
ment was recognized, the United States 
troops were withdrawn, and the State Gov- 
ernment was left as free in the exercise of 
its functions as the Government of Illinois. 
The Administration has kept its faith; the 
Nicuotits Government has not. In the face 
of its solemn promises, it has proceeded in 
the courts against the late members of the 
Returning Board, and has prosecuted one of 
them to a conviction. The modus operandi 
against Anprrson shows how the Nicuouzs 
Government keeps its plighted faith. Every 
step in the trial of AnpgRson, from his arrest 
to his conviction, was not only a violation of 
an agreement but it was an outrage upon all 
forms of law and a mockery of justice. 
ANDERSON was arrested not upon an indict- 
ment, but upon an inf ion, —a process 
which it is claimed is hibited by the 
Constitution of the United States, and, we 
believe, by the Constitution of Louisiana, 
in cases of felony. The information 
was brought ond signed by one of 
the officers of the White League who had 
been identified with some of the worst 
outrages of that infamous organization. The 
defendant yas hurried off to prison, and, 
failing to give the excessive amount of bail, 
was denied all postponement and forced to 
trial. The jury was packed against him. 
One member of it was a minor, and there- 
fore ineligible. The examination of the 
jurors showed the strongest prejudices 
against the defendants, and, although chal- 
lenged, they were sworn in. The trial then 
commenced before a Judge who is a defaulter 
to the United States, there being a shortage 
of about $600,000 during his administration 
as Assistant United States Treasurer in New 
Orleans during the War. He was tried upon 
a pretense, and the pretense was that he had 
participated in the forgery or alteration of 
the Vernon Parish returns, which changed 
less than 200 votes and only affected the 
election of some local officers. There was 
not a scintilla ot evidence to support 
the charge, and yet he was con- 
victed upon it. R was shown that 
the Vernon returns were opened by the 
Returning Board before witnesses, and that 
they were precisely as reported in the daily 
papers. It was well enough known that the 
subsequent alteration of one copy of the re- 
turns was made by LaTTLEFIeLp, one of the 
clerks, and that he exculpated Anpzrson 
from any knowledge of the alteration. It 
was well enough known that the alteration 
was either a job set up for a purpose on the 
Returning Board, or else that it was a pri- 
vate venture of his own in the interest of 
some local candidates. It was well enough 
known that there was not the shadow of a 
motive for AnpzRson to make the alteration ; 
that it did not in any way affect” the general 
result ; that it would elect no one and defeat 
no one; that no one who was not a hopeless 
idiot would commit such a manifest, trans- 
parent forgery that was certain to be de- 
tected on the instant and on its face; that 
no one would be so foolhardy, seven if he 
were malicious enough, to alter one certifi- 
cate with two genuine of the original 
to disclose and condemn it.

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THE BURCHARD SAVINGS PLAN. 

If Mr. Burcuarp thinks he has solved the 
problem of a national savings system by the 
plan which he has drawn up, he is very 
much mistaken. According to the abstract 
of his project which has been sent from 
Washington, he has provided a cumbersome 
and complicated contrivance which would 
render the popular loan inoperative so far as 
furnishing the facilities for the depositing of 
savings with a Government guarantee. To 
begin with, the limitation of interest to 2 
per cent on current deposits is, of itself, suf- 
ficient to defeat the purpose of a national 
savings system. Of course it is not intend- 
ed that the Government shall come into 
competition with the private savings insti- 
tutions, but while such institutions are offer- 
ing 4, 44, 5, 54, and 6 per cent throughout 
the country, but a small proportion of 
the savings deposits would be attracted 
by the Government at the rate of 
2 per cent per annum. Indeed, upon 
the revival of good times, it is safe to say 
that not one dollar would be deposited at that 
rate; even the newsboys and bootblacks 
could do better with their money. But this 
is not all, Even to obtain the 2 per cent 
interest, to which all deposits under or out- 
side of $50 and multiples thereof are limited, 
it will be necessary, under Mr. Burcuarn’s 
plan, to purchase a money-order at the Post- 
Office in order to transfer the proposed de- 
posit to the Treasury in Washington; if such 
orders must be paid for at the usual rates, 
these charges would more than eat up the in- 
terest of 2 per cent. The fact is that the 
interest offered would not be worth the 
trouble necessary in order to make the de- 
posit, under the proposed system, even if 
there were no charge for the postal orders. 
A large proportion of those who furnish 
the savings deposits of the country 
would not be able to understand the 
round-about and red-tape necessities of the 
Burcasarp plan. It is defective, moreover, 
in requiring the Government to maintain a 
50 per cent cash reserve of all deposits in ad- 
dition to the bonds which it would retire 
with the proceeds,—a reserve more than 
double any actual requirement, and at the same 
time depriving the Government of the advan- 
tages it might gain from a proper application 
of the national savings system. 

The plan which was suggested some weeks 
ago by Congressman Price, of Iowa, though 
open to some objections, is infinitely supe- 
rior to Mr. BurcuaRp’s project. Mr. Pricz 
proposed that all the Postmasters and United 
States depositories should be provided by 
the Treasury with certificates of $10 and up- 
wards, drawing 3.65 per cent interest, which 
should be issued on deposits of similar 
amounts. These certificates were to be con- 
vertible into 4 per cent bonds, in sums 
of $50 and multiples thereof, and 
the higher rate of interest on the bonds, it 
was presumed, would encourage such con- 
version. In order to guard against the dan- 
ger of defalcations, Mr. Pricz’s scheme pro- 
vided that the Postmasters and depositories 
should be required to make a full return 
every ninety days, sending back either the 
certificates or the money for which they had 
been issued. The defect of Mr. Pricz’s plan 
was that the certificates were made redeem- 
able only in 4 per cent bonds, which would 
make the deposit rather a permanent invest- 
ment than subject to withdrawal on demand. 
It was supposed that the certificates would 
serve as a circulating medium as occasion 


' might demand, and pass from hand to hand 


at their face value. To further this, Mr. 
Pricz’s proposition provided that the Na- 
tional Banks should be required to receive 
the certificates in payment of debts up to a 
certain amount, and that the certificates 
should be held by them as a part of their re- 
serve. It, is easy to imagine, however, that 
the certificates might be taken out to an ex- 
tent that the National Banks would no 
longer be required to receive them, and then 
they would be subject to the brokers. 

By so amending Mr. Patce’s proposition 
as to make all the certificates under the 
aggregate amount of $500 redeemable in 
lawful money, and all over that amount 
redeemable in 4 per cent bonds alone, his 
plan will probably answer all the necessities 
of the case, and afford the Government the 
opportunfty for rapidly exchanging a 5 and 
6 per cent indebtedness for deposit-certifi- 
cates drawing 3.65 per cent interest and 
popular bonds drawing 4 per cent interest, 
Mr. Burcuarp, as a member of the Ways 
and Means Committee, will do well to study 
Mr. Price's suggestions before maturing or 
presenting his own bill.

These citations were to provisions of the 
old charter, which was no longer in force. 
The old charter had been ballot-box-stuffed 
to death, and a new charter had been ballot- 
box-stuffed into existence, and this new 
charter contained no provisions authorizing 
the issue or sale of certificates of indebted- 
ness for the payment of temporary obliga- 
tions or in anticipation of annualtaxes. The 
tax-fighting lawers were not slow in detect- 
ing the omission and difference in the two 
charters. The illegality of the practice of 
issuing certificates under the new charter, by 
virtue of the authority contained in the old 
defunct one, was quickly perceived, and the 
point was at once made by the tax-fighters.

SILVER IN NEW YORK. 

The two Senators from New York, who 
are both opposed to silver, have been called 
on daily for weeks to present petitions from 
persons residing m all parts of that State,— 
from the big cities, the towns, and rural dis- 
tricta,—all demanding the remonetization of 
silver. There can be no doubt thatif by 
any accident or interference the Silver bill 
shall be defeated at the present session of 
Congress there will be a large silver party 
organized in the States of New York and 
New Jersey, and in all the New England 
States, which party will devote itself to two 
purposes: (1) Tue defeat of those members 


of Congress who have voted against the re- 
monetization of silver, and (2) the election 
of successors who will vote for that measure. 
This will transfer to those States and to the 
constituencies of the anti-silver mem- 
bers the discussion of this subject, 
and as all these constituencies are 
suffering under ali the financial embarrass- 
menté resulting from a depreciation of the 
values of all forms of property, there can be 
hardly a doubt that there will be many of 
the present anti-silver men defeated at the 
November election. Already this discussion 
has begun. The Republican and Democratic 
papers published at Utica, the home of Sen- 
ators Kernan and Comm and of Horatio 
Szymovur, have renounced the bondage of the 
gold faction, and have given expression to 
the general public feeling in that part of the 
State. Mr. Tuuntow Weep embodied one 
of these articles in his recent letter to the 
New York Tribune, but that paper rejected 
it for want of room. Here is what the Utica 
Observer has to say on the silver question :

FREE CANALS IN NEW YORK. 

The New York Herald is at last compelled 
to admit that the ultimate policy of the State 
must be free canals, but it is not yet pre- 
pared to say that the time has come for put- 
ting this policy in force. It advocates more 
experiments, more cheese-paring economy, 


nal, more taxation of the farmers of the West 
to provide for the Canal Sinking Fund and 
interest on the bonded debt. We have already 
shown that it is a matter of comparative in- 
difference to the West what policy is adopted 
by New York mm the management of the ca- 
nals. The time has passed when all roads 
led through that State, and when the most 
important of them all was the Erie Canal. 
The Western merchants and farmers now 
have the option of using any one of a half- 
routes to the seaboard. There 
are two great railroads, one of them with 
four tracks, through the State of New York 
itself, in direct competition with the Erie 
Canal. Besides, the Western shippers may 
avoid New York altogether and send to Bal- 
timore, Boston, or Montreal, if the rates to 
those points are more favorable than those 
to New York. There is still another route, 
the importance of which has been constantly 
increasing of late years, but whichis only 
jast obtaining the recognition it deserves. 
This is the route by way of the Mississippi 
River and New Orleans. The Ears jetties 
have been so far successful that the dis- 
patches have lately chronicled the clear- 
ing of vessels drawing over twenty- 
three feet without let or hindrance. 
The consequence of the removal of obstruc- 
tions at the mouth of the river will be an 
immense increase in the shipments of grain 
to Europe by way of New Orleans. An arti- 
cle printed in Taz Tarsunz shows that these 
shipments have already begun to increase. 
In 1876 the corn in bulk shipped from the 
port of New Orleans was 1,690,393 bushels ; 
in 1877 the shipments were 3,366,455 bush- 
els. The shipments of wheat in 1876 were 
142,871 bushels, and in 1877 218,848 bushels. 
The ratio of increase was more than main- 
tained during the first month of the current 
year, in one week of which the export of grain 
in bulk from New Orleans amounted to 227,- 
144 bushels. Of this grand total, 137,828 
bushels went to England, 25,452 to Bremen, 
20,006 to Rouen, and 43,858 to Antwerp. 
These figures ought to teach the people 
of New York the importance of making the 
lowest possible rates hetween that city and 
the West. It is not, perhaps, a matter of 
much moment to the Western people whether 
their grain goes to Europe by one route or 
another, or whether the goods they buy 
abroad are returned to them by way of the 
Eaps jetties, the Hoosac Tunnel, or the St. 
Lawrence River. But it is a question of 
vital importance to New York whether the 
Western trade passes through that city or 
some other. In a spirit of friendly interest, 
therefore, we advise the New York Legisla- 
ture to encourage commerce by every means 
in its power, and to begin by removing the 
shackles that have been placed upon it by 
corrupt and avaricious public servants. The 
canal debt which was piled up by the old 
Ring is a burden upon commerce which 
ought not to be imposed and will not be 
borne much longer. The Western people 
are in no way bound to assist in removing 
this monument of local corruption, and 
er than be taxed for such a purpose they 
go elsewhere than to the Erie Canal 
with their grain and provisions. 


Speaking of the scheme to utilize the flood- 
water uf the Nile, the Scientifie Monthly thus 
represents it: 

Another gigantic 1 —— project has been

plateau. This silt is now for the most part de- 

ited in the bed of the Mediterranean, where it 
„ gradually forming a new delta. Sir Samus. 
Baker, in a letter to the London Tunes, after re- 
hearsing these facts, r a plan by which 
not only the water of the Nile, but the mud which 
it now deposits wastefully, may be utilized as a 
means of fertilizing the deserts south of Egypt. 
He proposes, by suitable engineering wor to 
divert a portion of the Nile fleod-water into 
deserts, where it can deposit its rich sediment in 
the sands, and also irrigate them so as to trans- 
form them into ‘* cotton-fields that would render 
Engiand independent of America. He would 
construct aluices and dams at different points of 
the Nile; at the cataracts; for instance. These 
dams and siuices, by enab craft to pass the 
cataracts, would also render the Niie navigabie 
from tue Mediterranean to Gondokoro.

. JUDGE DICKEY. 
ANOTHER DISSENTING OPINION. 

The following is the dissenting opinion of Judge 
Dickey, of the Supreme Court, in the cases of 
John Forsyth et al. ves. The People ex rel. Louis 
C. Huck, and Ida Irene Law vs. The People ex 


rel. Louis C. Huck, etc. : 
I concur fully with the views of the Court on all 
the questions passed upon in this case except two. 
I cannot agree to the views entertained by the 
majority of the Court as to the illegality of the 
city tax for the interest on temporary loans,” 
or as to the supposed illegality of the city tax for 
money to entertain official visitors. 
The latter is a matter of 17 
moment. and on that subject little need said. 
By a provision of the charter of the City of Chicago 
express power is given to the * 1 to make ap- 
ropriations for that purpose. ere is nothing 
u the general law for the reorganization of cities, 
under which that city was working at the time of 
t his approvriation, in any manner inconsistent 
with that provision in the old statute, In Sec. 6 
of Art. I. of the General law, it is provided 
that ** from the time of such change of organiza- 
tion . „ all laws or parte of laws not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this act shail continue 
in forceand applicable to any such city, the same 
as if such change of organization had not taken 
place. I cannot think that. when the statute 
declares that in such case all parts of laws not 
inconsistent, etc., shall continue in force the same 
as though such changes had not taken place, it 
meant to save —_= general public statutes 
not inconsistent with the act. Such general 
laws needed no such clause to save them from te- 
peal. There are two classes of repeal by implic¢a- 
tion. First, where a new statute contains provis- 
ions 86 Inconsistent with any 4 —— of a former 
together, the former 
statute must yield and cease to be operative. 
Secoud, where a new statute seems to cover a sub- 


ject fully, so that it makes of itself a complete 


system of law on that subject so much so that it is 
fairly inferable that the Legisiature intended it as 
a substitute for all former laws on that subject, it 
is held that the former étatute ceases to be opera - 
tive, although the former statute may not be 
strictly inconsistent with the latter. If tais elause 
of Sec. 6 bad been left out. it is plain that thie 
general law would have been construed to be a 
substitute tor all former statutes forming part of 
the old charter of a city adopting the general act. 
lt seems me that the object of this 
clause in Sec. 6 was to exclude that conclusion, 
and that is its only office, Any other construction 
makes that clause a dead-letter. If it does not 
save such special provisions as the one im ques- 
tion it does not save anything, for, as said above, 
any general law not a part of the old charter, and 
not repugnant to the new law, would have con- 
tinued in force without the aid of this section. It 
was inserted for some purpose, and, if possibic, 
some effect ought to be attributed to it.

a meaning is unequivocally shown by the context 
and the circumstanges under which the words were 
need.» The languafe of an ordinance or statute is 
not required to have the same certainty as that of 
a declaration tested upon a demurrer. 

The meaning of a st@tute or ordinance is to be 
sought from its words alone, if they are unambig- 
vous and not qualified by other parts of the same 
instrument. If the words are equivocal, —are open 
to construction,—then they are to be so construed 
(if itcan be reasonably done) as to express and 
provide for that which may be lawful, though its 
words may be capable or a construction expressive 
of an unlawful purpose. This is according to the 
canons of construction. 

Following, then, tne teachings of the opinion in 
the Eawards case, the worus temporary loans” 
for current expenses of any kind must not be con- 
strued to be loans made on the credit of the city 
upon contracts from which a liability, either abso- 
lute or contingent, can accrue against the city, but 
these words must in such case be construed to 
mean 
SUCH LOANS A MAY BE MADE AFTER THE LEVY, 
not on the credit of the city, but upon the credit 
merely of the tax levy, and payavie only out of 
the fund to arise from the collection thereof. The 
term temporary Hans in this ordinance must, 
by all rules iaid down by the authorities, be held 
to mean such as may lawfully be made, if any such 
can be lawfully made, and must not in such case 
be n to mean such as the law aad Constitution 
forbid. There ie nothing in tnis record showing 
the form of order, war:ant, or certificate on which 
such temporary loans were to be made, and my 
brethren have no just ground for assuming on that 
subject. Nor is it conceived that the mere form is 
1 constitutional question. All contracts are to be 
construed as though the true law was written at large 
in them. These loans, then, must be held to Be 
such that the legal effect is not in violation of the 
Constitution.

It will not be an unreasonable 
presumption that no more money could be raised 
in 1872 than was demanded for current expenses. 
It is known to this Court that @ very la part 
of the tax-levy for 1873 could not be col- 
lected because thia Court decided that the 
** City-Taxact"’ under which it was levied was so 
imperfect that it could not be made effective. It 
is fair to assume taat for that year no more taxes 
were collected than would be needed for current 
expenses. The imperfections of that law were 
promptly supplied by the General Assembly, but 
it is known tothis Court that a large part of the 
‘ tax-levy for 1874 was not collected, for the reason 
that this Court then decided that the ‘* City-Tax 
a which it was levied, was unconstitu- 
tional. 

If, then, for the causes sted, the taxes act- 
ually collected in the years 1872, 1873, and 1874 
were not more than eafficient to pay the necessary 
— expenses for those years, it 1s not strange

annum, is 8152, 700. In these compatations it will 
be observed that no interest has been compounded, 
no interest has been counted upon interest, except 
upon the interest expressed in the body of the 
coupons. So itis made to appear that this city, 
with all her untoward calamities, had, in those 
three and a half years, not only always paid her 
current expenses. but had paid something on her 
floating debt, so that, instead of calling for $152, - 
700 for interest on temporary loans to be made in 
1875 on account of, and in connection with, the 
bonded debt. she calls for but 848. 600, — less than 
one-third of that amount, as appears upon the 
ordinance. 

It seems to be thought strange that 

THIS FLOATING DEBT 

had increased from $3,000,000 on April 1, 1875, 
to $4, 500,000 on the 3lst of December. 1875. It 
must be remembered that during that time the 
coupons for 1875, due July 1, 1875, say, $045, 000. 
had been added, and interest on money to pay in- 
terest (on the $3,000,000 of former coupon debt 
until the collection of this tax. say. nine months. 
at the rate of 6 per cent), say. $135. 000, and for 
money for current expenses, say, $420,000, mak- 
ing an addition of $1,500,000, all of which would 
have been lawfully paid long ere this had not this 
tax-levy been arrested. 

This estimate is made on the assumption that the 
coupons on the bonded debt were left to stand by 
simply providing yearly for the interest on the 
coupons. 

The evidence shows that instead of this the cou- 
pons, as they feil due, were paid by money bor- 
rowed for that purpose upon interest-bearing cer- 
tificates, and from year to year the interest on 
these has been paid, as would appear. by taxation, 
and the principal from money borrowed on like 
certificates to run for one year. It is plain. as al- 
ready said, that this substitution of one interest- 
bearing security for another of the same amount 
is not the creation of a new debt. It is a mere 
change in form. and not in substance. The Con- 
stitution was not made to control forms, but sub- 
stance. 

It is suggested that the term temporary loans 
prima facie imports the making of a new debt, 
and hence the burden rested on the city to show 
by proof that they were not of a nature forbidden 
by the law. 

THIS 18 THE POINT ON WHICH I DIFFER 
with the majority of the Court, and, so far as I 
perceive, this is our only point of difference. It 
must be remembered that by the rule in the Ed- 
wards case the city had no concern further with 
the temporary loans for current expenses. By 
operation of law, whatever may have been the 
form of the certificates, the party holding the 
certificates was alone interested in the collection 
of this tax. It would be, to say the least, unrea- 
sonable to require the thousand and one police- 
men and firemen holding such certificates 
to hover around the County Court to prove that 
their claims were not unlawful. Such a rule 
would render these contingent certificates more 
worthless than I have already suggested. This 
idea of the presumption being against the legality 
of the levy is original, and did not occur to appel- 
lants, for in the County Court they called tne 
Comptroller and took upon themselves the task of 


„showing the tax unlawful. 


It is not right. in my judgement, for this Court 

to reverse a judgment rendered for the collection 
of taxes upon the apprehension that, when collect- 
ed, they may be unlawfully appropriated to pur- 
— not contemplated by the Constitution and 
aw. 
The mode of vindicating that provision of the 
Constitution forbidding any city to become in- 
debted above the constitutional limit, is not by an 
appeal to the courte to arrest the collection of a 
tax which may be applied lawfully without viola- 
tion of the Constitution. That vindication, if 
made in the courts, must be by ot penn for- 
bidding the making of the inhioi contracts, or 
by restraining municipal officers from unlawfully 
applying the public money to the satisfaction of 
such unconstitationai andertaki or by holding 
such contracts void when gs are institut- 
ed im court for their enforcement, or by 
actions against public officers, either criminally or 
civilly, for a violation of duty in making such con- 
tracts or in unlawfully applying public money in 
the payment tiiereof. u such ngs the 
nature of the contracts can be investigated on 
proper pleadings and proofs. It is im cable 
to set out in the Collector’ warrant all facts on 
which the validity of each tax is supported. Such 
a proceeding would makefthat warrant too volumin- 
ous to be brought before any court.

Sbe has a fine stage presence, possess- 
ing a tall, stately, commanding, and statuesque 
figure, with very expressive black eyes and clear-cut 
features. Her manner is easy and graceful, and at 
the same time serious and dignided. Her and 
gestures. upon which so much depends in opera, 
are as a rule expressive and effective, although she 
has some mannerisms in the use of the hand and 
arm and the elevation of the shoulder she would 
do well to correct. Her dramatic talent is very de- 
cidea. There is no question of that. She evinces 
a very clear 8 of the demands of 
the part, and brings to its performance 
unusual tragic ability in one so young and 
a maturity of effort that was very surprising. al- 
though she did not always rise to the full heights of 
the passion of the character, as in the scene where 
she meditates the killing of her children, and in the 
subsequent scene where she summons the Druids 
to vengeance. But even these scenes were given 
with far more of power than might have been ex- 
pected from a debutante. The dramatic persona- 
tion is entitled to high praise. Her voice is a 
robust soprano of range, quality, and flex- 
ibility, with considerable power always in reserve, 
broad and expressive in its low tones and very 
thetic and tenaer in its pianissimo, bat not very 
graded between that and her fortissimo. 
Her method of singing is good, and she sings with- 
out much apparent exertion. Her voice was 
at its best in the first act, and at the close she was 
twice recalled before the curtain amid unusual en- 
thusiasm and loaded down with flowers. There 
was, however, a haskiness in her voice even in 
this act, and it increased through the subsequent 
acts, until in the last it very perceptibly weakened 
her effort. This may have been, however. the re- 
sult of a cold or fatigue. If it is not a permanent 
defect from overwork and study. she certainly bas 
before her a bright future with the rare 
dramatic talent she possesses. If the per- 
formance of Norma has given us a correct test 
of what she can do, she certainly has every en- 
couragement to persevere in the profession she 
has chosen with the prospect of occupying a very 
important position on the lyric stage. er sup- 
port was very creditable. iss Montague shared 
with her the honors of the evenmy, and deserved 
them forthe excellent manner in which she sang 
Adaigisa. She has made an immense improve- 
ment since her last appearance here.

Toronto, Feb. 1 — At the annual m 
of the Board of Trade, the report of the Coun 
of tne Board referred to the existing unusual 
depression, which had been in by „ 
serious failures throughout the country. It 
was expected that the excellent harvest of last 
year, and the remunerative price paid for grain, 
would revive the country trade; but, owing to 
an unusually open season, farmers have been 
unable to market their produce, and, as a con- 
sequence, country dealers in many sections 
have failed to meet their engagements. The 
coal-trade with the maritime provinces had been 
earnestly discussed by the Council, and they 
were of the opinion that vo reasonable duty on 
coal imported from the United States would 
increase the trade with the Lower Provinces; 
and that the heavy freight and insurance which 
must be paid on Lower-Province coal would 
prevent successful competition. At a general 
meeting of the Board, it was resolved, “That 
this Board object to a custom-impost upon 
the importation of coal, simply by itself; 
but, in a revision of the tariff in the interest of 
the general industries of the country, this Board 
would approve of a custome-duty upon such 
kinds of coal as are produced in the Dominion.” 
A Committee was appointed to wait upon the 
Superintendent of the Grand Trunk Railway, to 
protest against discriminating ratcs. 

The Grand Trunk is eharged with granting 
special rates of freight eastward for flour and 
feed, contrary to ite ent with the Great 
Western Company. Certain merchants here are 
represented as getting an abatement of from $5 
to $15 per car on flour, and $15 to $27 on feed, 
from the regular rates.

Competent authorities in London are agreed that 
Great Britain now has on hand to meet its traae 
balances a considerably smaller fund of disposable 

foreign bonds than it had a yearago. Except 
United States Government bonds, which are still 
held to a comparatively large amount, nearly 
all the foreign bonds in England have 
been parted with already. Great Britain 
owns little of Italian, French, Hungarian, 
or Russian stocks, compared with what it possessed 
a year ago. It has been using them, instead of 
bullion, to pay its trade debts with, and the process 
has gone on till the stock is about exhausted. The 
demands from abroad for English gold are large, 
owing to the monetary struggle for gold for the 
European banking reserves, and to the condition 
of British trade, which bas recently resulted in a 
heavy fudebtedness to other countries for their 
commodities. Peace may return to Europe very 
soon, if the present threatening complica- 
tions afo settled, and bring with it a 
revival of trade. These demands from 
the Government for capital for loans and taxes, 
and from the mercantile community for gold for 
trade balances, and from hostile foreign banks for 
goid for reserves, and the possibilities of peace 
and returning prosperity, all strengthen the chances 
that the money market of Great Britain may soon 
be active and the rates high. The influence of this 
would be felt in the United States as well as in 
other countries.

THIEVES AT WORK. 


THE TRIALS AND TRIBULATIONS OF THE POLICE 
are daily becoming more burdensome, and it is a fact 
that every nook and cranny of a saloon in the city 
is haunted by young thieves and old ones, and be- 
tween the two classes in these later days it is hard 
to tell which afford the cleverest manipulators. 
The removal of all semblance of a vagrant law 
is an immunity that crooked men seldom 
find outside of Chicago and a few other metropoli- 
tan cities, and consequently they are flocking here 
by the dozen. The crooks are new, the de- 
tectives generally do not know them, and the con- 
sequence is they are not caught. Tome six months 
ago Teras Bob and his partners instituted 
„ hold-up as a fine art. Some score or two of 
well-known citizens were subjected to the 
gag and robbed, and then by § acci- 
dent. the police got the perpetrators 
dead to rights. Then began a season of artistic 
sneak-thieving, which died out with the arrest of 
Billy O'Brien, the Guerin brothers, and several 
others. After this commenced the robbing of pri- 
vate residences by what has been called the 
**climbers,’’ from their favorite manner of climb- 
ing porches and entering at unsecured second- 
story windows. So prevalent has this become that 
Saturday evening last four private resiaences in the 
West Division (Third Police Precinct) contributed 
an aggregate of nearly $2,000 to this gang alone.
